The census returns indicated that eleven Richmond pupils 
‘were continuing their education beyond the elementary school, 
four being enrolled at Keene and seven at Winchester. One 
elementary school child was attending school at Troy. 

COURSES OF STUDY: New geography and history text 
books have been put into the schools, and several replacements 
‘have been made in reading books. 

Studies are being made in the fields of handwriting, spell- 
ing, arithmetic, and reading to find out lines of weakness in or- 
der that remedial work may be given. | 

HEALTH SERVICE: Due to a reorganization of districts 
for school nurses, it has been found necessary to replace Miss 
‘Margaret E. Harris by Miss Barbara Gilman of Winchester. 
‘The Richmond Board has made arrangements to secure her 
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services for the remainder of this year. Dr. Emerson, School 
Doctor, reports five cases of defective vision, and fourteen cases 
of diseased tonsils and adenoids among the forty-one pupils. 
examined last November. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the 
cooperation received from members of the School Board and 
the teaching staff.
